Verona, May 22. 


Rince Eugene of Savoy having determin’d 
to pafs into the Breffan with his Army, ad- 
vanc'd a few days ago to Cavalcaffelle, Ca- 
ftelnuovo, and other neighbouring places ; 
and his Infantry embark’d to crofs the Lake 

of Garda to Salo. The French having advice of ir, 
-endeavour’d to oppofe their Paffage with fome of 
their arm’¢ Barks off Sermione ; but in vain, and 
without doing the Imperialifts any damage, becaufe 
Prince Eugene caus’d a Battery of feveral Pieces of 
Cannon to be rais'd on an Eminence at San Vilio ; 
which oblig’d the French to retire ; So that all the 
Foot got over fafe to Salo, and with them the Prince 
of Anhalt, General of the Pruffians; after whom 
Prince Eugene himfelf pafs’d over, while all his Horfe 
continued their March by Riva, above the Lake of 
Garda, to join the Foot in the Camp of General Bi- 
bra. Mean time the Imperialifts have laid a Bridge 
over the Adige, for the Convenience of their Troops 
that come down from Tirol. Monfieur de St. A- 
mour, who was fent with a Detachment of Horfe to- 
wards the Po, is arriv’d at St. Michael whence he 
will proceed to join the Army : And Yefterday the 
like Order was given to other Troops that are 
arriv’d from the Trentin, among which are 
2330 Recruits for feveral Regiments. Letters that 
are juft now come from the Army, tell. us General 
Vifconti with the foremoft Troops of the Vanguard 
of the Imperial Horfe, is arriv’d at Salo ; and that 
* the Army is encamp’d between that Place, Villa- 
nuova, and Gavardo. The French on their Side, 
are advanc’d to Bidizzoli, Arzaga, and Carzago. 
Roveredo, May 23. The French having poffefs'd 
themfelves of. Ozetto, and thereby ,inccmmodirg 
the Imperial Army, Prince Eugenedetach’d Collonel 
Zumjungen Yefterday with 1500 Men to drive them 
out of that Poft: He kill’d 100 -of the Enemy on 


the Spot, and rook 237° Prifoners, among which are, 


s Lieutenant Collonel, 5 Captains, and 30 other 


Officers. On our Side-1 Lieutenant and.1 Grena- 


dier were kill’d, and 7 Soldiers wounded. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated June 6, - 

From the Camp at Mofcolino, May 24. The 
Grand Prior of France having order’d the Marquis 
de Langalerie, and the Count d’ Eftrade, to repair 
with the Troops from Calcinato and Dezenzano, 
near to Lonato, went the 18th at Day-break with 
other Troops from Caftiglione to joyn them. Ha- 
ving thus got together a Body of 22 Battalions, and 
19 Squadrons, with 10 Piecesof Cannon, he march’d 
to attack the Enemy encamp’d at Bidizzoli, 5 Miles 
from Lonato. But General Bibra who commanded 
them, being inform’d of his March, retird towards 
the Camp at Gavardo, with fuch Precipitation, that 
hardly the hindmoft Troops of his Rear-Guard could 
be defcried. The Grand Prior encamp’d at Bidizzo- 
li, which they had abandon’d, and was there inform’d 
that P. Eugene was arriv’d in the Enemy’s Army, 
and thar his Cavalry was coming to him about the 
Lake of Garda with all poffible Diligence. The 
roth the Duke of Vendome having fecur’d the Banks 
of the Mincio by Intrenchments, from the Lake of 
Garda to Goito, went that day from Monzanbano 


to Bidizzoli. The 20th he went with his Brother the 
Grand Prior, to take a view of the Enemy’s Camp, 
and the 23d at Day-break he march’d towards them 
with the Army. He found they had fortified them- 
felver on a rifing Ground of very difficult Accefs, 
that extends from Gavardo towards Salo, that their 
Front was cover'd by 5 or 6 Villages well intrench’d, 
in the Houfes of which Loopholes were made, thar 
they mutually flank’d each other, and had a Com- 
munication by Intrenchments. Wherefore not judg- 
ing it feafible to attack them, he refolv’d to encamp 
before them, within Cannon Shor, in a very advan- 
tagious Poft, the Left at Chiefe, and the Right at 
the Lake of Garda, and cover’d by good Intrench- 
ments. By this Means he has pent thei up among 
Mountains that have been long eatenbare, he has cut 
off their Communication with the flatCountry which 
will furnifh his Army with Subfiftance ; and they can 
make no Motion buteither on their Right over rough 
Mountains, or by the Hiils that are behind them, to 
go about the Lake of Garda, and return to the 
Country between the Mincio and the Adige.

Bertts INV 5. The Duke of Vendome has left the 
Army under the Command of the Grand Prior po- 
fted very advantagioufly, and is coming through Mi- 
lan to Cafal ; having beforchand fenr Order to the 
Count d’ Albergotti, to draw the Troops rogeiher 
out of their Quarters: and ‘tis given out, that by 
that time the Duke of Vendome arrives, all will be 
ready in thePlain of Turin, either to attack that place 
with 100 Cannon, and 4o Mortars, or to march a- 
gainft the Duke of Savoy. .

Sirck, May 29. The Army commanded by the 
Marthal de Villars, is encamp’d near this place, and 
is augmented daily. The Troops of the King’s 
Houfkold arriv’d the 23d near Thionville, and the 
pr the Marfhal de Villars went and took a Review 
of them. A Detachment from Alface of 15 Batta- 
lions and 20 Squadrons, arriv’d to day at Buzonville, 
on the Nide. Boats laden with Hay for the Subfi- 
ftance of the Horfe, arrive here daily from Merz ; 
and the Army augmenting continually, Hay is like- 
wife brought to it by a grea: numher of Waggons. 
The Martha! de Villars caufes the Corn, and Mea- 
dows, to be preferv’d very carefully, thar the Army 
may fubfift a long time commodioufly in their pre- 
fent Quarters, The Enemy whose are in a barren 
mountainous Counrry, have confum’d almoft al] the 
Forrage on that fide of the Sarre, and the Mofelle. 
The Marfhal de Villars has made his Cavalry put on 
Cuiraffes, aud caus’d 2. Bridges to be laid over the 
Mofelle, that he may move on either fide as he thall 
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find convenient. He has alfo-fet Men to Work, to 
fell I'rees in divers places, to open Paffages through 
the Woods. My Lord Marlborough is arriv’d at 
Treves. The Army he is to command is not drawn 
cogether yer,‘and he waits for the Brardenburgers, 
Lunenburgers, and other Forces. The Enemy's Hufl- 
{ars defert by Troops, and intire Companies ; 7° 
of them have come over at a time after having 
kill'd—their Officer, and fome of their 
that would have hinder’d them : This great Defertion 
is thonght to be owing to tome Letters they have re- 
ceiv’d from. Hungary. 
From the Paris Letter, dated June 
Paiis, June 1. This Morning the King receiv'd 
Advice by an Exprefs from the Marfhal de Villars, 
that the Enemy threaten’d to advance againft him ; 
bur that ‘he was fo well pofted, that. he was able to 
ftand them, fo that we are in expectation to hear. 
of a bloody Action. The laft Letters from Breft 
confirm the departure of Monfieur de Cocclogon 
from thetice, with 18 Men of War for the Medirer- 
fanean. The Count de Toloufe will fet our the 8th. 
of this Month, without fail, for Toulon. 


Treves, June 2. The Englith Troops, which haye 
encamp’d fince the 29th of laft Mooth at Treir- 
weiler, advanced this Morning to Igel; and this. 
Night are to pafs the Mofelle: All the other Troops 
on this fide the River are to pafs the Sarre at the 
fame tine, in order to joyn ac break of day, be- 
tweea the Mofelle and the Sarre, within a League 
“and half of Sirck. The Duke of Marlborough 
will leave this place at one in the Mornipg, tojoyn 
‘them onthe March. We expe the 7000 Men of 
the Palatine Troops will joyn us to morrow Nighr, 
or the day after; but the Pruffians and thofe that 
ate coming from Prince’ Lewis of Baden, are not 
expe‘ted thefe 10 Days. The Marthal de Villars is 
encamp'd net far from Sirck, and was joyn’d this 
Day by 210 Battalions, and 30 Squadrons detach’d 
from the Marthal de Marfins Army in Altace. To 
Morrow he will have drawn all his Troops toge- 
* ther.
